The statements issued 
by Euro- 
pean nations regarding the military 
operations along the various fronts 
are summarized by the Associated 
Press as follows: 


The offensive in the Balkans is iu 


full swine; wjth Russian troops ar- 
riving in Saloniki to fight with the 
entente forces and Rumania report- 
ed about ready to enter the war on 
the side of the allies. 


Landing of Italian troops, who are 


also to take part in the Balkan op- 
erations is continuing. An unofficial 
dispatch also 
reports that 
Greek 


troops have been engaged with Bul- 
garians in the vicinity of Seres. 


Athens advices indicate that Rus- 


sian troops had been in the Balkans 
for more than 3 weeks the initial con- 
tingent having apparently arrived at 
Saloniki some time previous to July 
Si, the news having been 
lust re- 


leased by the entente censorship. 


Arrival of the Russians at Saloniki 


together with jesterday's announce- 
ment that Italian troops had landed 
thfi-p, is another indication that the 
entente allies have decided to concen- 
trate on this front forces sufficient 
for an independent campaign. 


It is only about 350 miles in an 


airline from Russia to Greece at the 
nearest point, but Rumania and Bul- 
garia lie between and to bridste the 
distance the Russians were obliged to 
travel thousands of miles. 
As the 


Bosphorus is closed by the 
Turks 


they were deprived of the bhort sea 
route. 
The Russian troops 
which 


were sent to France eaiher m the 
war made a journey of approximate-

and the Mediterranean. Since 
the 


White Sea is open at this season it 
is possible that the Russians travel- 
ed by the Atlantic route and reached 
Saloniki by way of Gilbraltar 
and 


the Mediterranean. 


Today's dispatch regarding devel- 


opments on the Macedonian front in 
dicate that the engagement is becom- 
ing geneial all along the 150-mile 
line.Immediately north of Saloniki, in 
the Doiran region, Serbian troops 
are reported to have captured two 
forts, while in the heaviest fighting 
reported on the left bank 
of 
the 


Struma the Anglo-French forces arc 
attacking the Bulgarians nortiivvest 
of Seres. 
On the weslein end of the line the 


Bulgarians claim notable 
advances 


some of which are conceded.

have pressed southward from Fior- 
ina, occupying Kastoria and Koritza 
For the moment at least operations

Both may have an. abundance of tis- 
sue, but it is inferior in quality. 


"In the past much ha* been said 


about the need of public hygiene, but 
very little regarding the need of per- 
sonal hygiene. It is more important 
to have pure blood and clean body 
tissues, than it is to have clean back 
streets, clean yards, etc. It is more 
Important to build up the barriers of 
defense by keeping up the vitality of 
the tissue than it la to prevent the 
spread of germs of disease. Both are 
essential, 
"No country has suffered 
more 
severely 
from 
Infantile paralysis 


than has the United States. Out at 
8,000 cases reported 
between 
the 
period of 1905 and 1909, 5,500 oc- 
curred in the United States. In the 
year 1909 there were reported 669 
deaths In the registration area of the 
United States. 
"A large percentage of the cases 


occur in childhood. In the New 
York epidemic of 1907 over 90 per 
cent of the cases reported were under 
six years of age, and during the pres- 
sent epidemic 99 
per cent of the 


children affected 
have been born 


since the epidemic of 1907. 


"In an epidemic In Buffalo, N. Y., 


Jn 1912, the number of cases in 
children under 5 years of age was 
fifty times greater in proportion than 
in persons between 5 and 24 years. 
Above the age of 24 no cases were 
reported. 


"In an epidemic which occurred 


in Sweden in the year 1905 o*ly 40 
per cent of the cases were in children 
under 6 years of age, and ten per 
cent of the cases were in adults. 
"In the year 1910 on the Island of 


Nauru out of 700 cases, the majori- 
ty uere adults. 


"The disease is more fatal in old- 


er persons. The Massachusetts State 
Board of Health found the mortality 
to be as follows1 In cases leas than 
one year old, 16 per cent; front 1 to 
10 years, 4 per cent, and over 10 
years, 20 per cent. During the pres- 
ent epidemic in New York the mor- 
tality has thus far been about 19 per 
cent. This is possibly a little high, 
since there are always mild cases that 
are not correctly diagnosed and un- 
reported. 
The only cases that are 


reported are 
practically those in 


whom a certain amount of paralysis 
has taken place. There are cases of 
a mild tyoe which present no special 
diagnostic symptoms. The child may 
have a slight rise of temperature, a 
slight disturbance in the digestion, 
and the 
relentlessness 
and 
pain 


which are associated with ordinary 
fibrile conditions. In a few days re- 
covery takes place, and no one is the 
wiser as far as recognizing it as in- 
fantile paralysis is concerned. How 
many of these cases occur during an 
epidemic can not even be estimated, 
hence the mortality percentage being 
based merely on reported 
cases is 


without a doubt high. 


"During the 
epidemic of 
1907, 


publicity was avoided as 
much as 


possible. At the beginning of ths 
present epidemic the city health de- 
partment 
determined that a cam- 


paign of publicity would afford a 
better prospect of controlling the dis- 
ease, by securing the cooperation of 
the public through practical instruc- 
tion that would be given regarding 
sanitation and hygiene. This cam- 
paign has naturally created consid- 
erable alarm. 
"The degree of susceptibility of 
children to infantile paralysis is con- 
siderably less than is that of scarlet 
fever, diphtheria or measles. 
The 


mortality is not as great as among 
other diseases about which there is 
felt very little alarm. 


"During the first six months of 


1916 there were reported 57 deaths 
from infantile paralysis in New York 
City, while during the same period 
there were 884 deaths 
from diar- 
rhoea diseases among children. So 
far there have been no cases report- 
ed among the colored race. Paralysis 
if It occurs, is most frequent in the 
lover 
extremity. 
The disease is 


confined chiefly to the 
brain 
and 


spinal cord. 
"The germ or virus enters 
the 


body chiefly by way of the mucous 
membrane of the nose and 
throat. 


Under suitable conditions they rapid- 
ly multiply here, after which they 
penetrate the mucous membrane, 
and, -finding access to the lymphatic 
channels they gain access to the 
Apinai cord and brain. This la con- 
sidered to be \he chief gateway of 
the virus to the seat of the operation 
—the spinal cord and brain—al- 
though .It has been found that Infec- 
tion bar taken place throufh the in- 
testines.

made almost a complete recovery.

rubbing the ankles vigorously until 
the blood tingles. Finish with a gen- 
erous application of alcohol, rubbing 
up and down until all the liquid has 
evaporated. 


At bed time sponge the feet with 


clear warm water to which a little 
powdered borax 
has 
been added. 


Then let them soak in cold water for 
from 15 to 20 minutes. Rub briskly 
with, a. coarse towel and repeat the 
alcohol application.

In making bouquets ot arranging 


flowers in rases amateurs often make 
the mistake of placing al! tbe leaves 
around tbe outside and of massing tbe 
flowers tightly. This is suitable Cor a 
small corsage or buttonhole bouquet, 
but is not good for other purposes. Tlie 
leaves and flowers should be mixed so 
as to present a natural, growing look, 
and not enough, flowers should be plac- 
ed in one rase to give a ctotrded ap- 
pearance. 
The simplest and surest 


way of securing a graceful, well bal- 
anced bouquet is to put the foliage in 
the vase first, using enough to make 
the leaves stand up nicely and not 
enough to crowd the vase. Into this 
foundation stick tbe stems of the blos- 
soms, making sure that they reach 
down into the water. It is easy by 
this method to make few or many 
flowers show off to advantage. 
Even 


when a bouquet is to be taken ajiray 
this will be found tbe surest method of 
securing good arrangement.

Linen In a material which la rather 


difficult for some people to distinguish 
from cotton. The linen thread la firm- 
ly and smoothly twisted, breaks with 
• anap, is stronger than a cotton thread, 
bat does not burn as quickly. These 
teata may be made by taking two or 
three warp threads (threads running 
cronways of material) of the mate- 
rial which la to be tested. 


Cotton threads appear fusey. They 


are not as firmly twisted as linen. 
When thread la broken the ends are 
fuiiy and bum quickly. The oil test 
la a good way to distinguish between 
cotton and linen. Place a sample of 
the material to be tested on a piece 
of glass, apply eome oil, let It stand 
for five minutes and hold up to the 
light If the sample appears trans- 
parent It Is linen; otherwise it Is cot- 
ton. 


Artificial silk Is often sold for true 


tillk. The true silk thread Is smooth, 
has a high luster, is tightly twisted, 
much stronger than the artificial and 
when burned there la a small ball of 
ash left as a residue. Artificial silk 
is nothing but cotton. It has a high 
luster and resembles true silk, but 
when tested it gives the same results 
as cotton does. 


Woolen material la often sold for 


pure wool when one-half or more of It 
Is cotton. When testing a piece of ma- 
terial always test both warp and woof 
threads, because the material la apt to 
be wool one war and cotton the other. 
Take two threads of material and burn. 
If an odor of burning hair is produced 
and a small ball of ashea appears on 
the end of the threads it is wool. Make 
the same test with some woof threads. 
Cotton thread or fiber is loosely woven 
and soft and fuzzy lu appearance.

For Chicks

During the «p«U» of hot weather the 


drinking water for chicks should be re- 
plenished at least twice a day. Hot, 
etflle water la not appetizing and will 
have the same sickening effect upon 
fowls as it will upon mankind. Unless 
they consume plenty of water the birds 
will not only suffer greatly from the 
heat, but will be unable to contribute 
much to the summer egg yield. 


Bad odors arise with doable strength 


on hot days, especially on premises 
that are not kept clean. 
Not only 


should the droppings be frequently 
gathered, bat disinfectants must be 
employed. Bad odors harbor disease 
germs, and so long as they are present 
the health of the flock is kept In Jeop- 
ardy. Another fruitful source of dis- 
ease is unclean drinking vessels. Once 
a week they should have a good clean- 
ing. A small romp of lime constantly 
kept in the vessel will assist greatly In 
purifying the drinking water.
